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Restored castle 
pulls in the crowds

HISTORIC Severndroog Castle has been 
visited by more than 100,000 people since 
it reopened to the public just over a year 
ago. 

The astonishing numbers are a tribute to the 
group of enthusiasts who brought the unique 
18th Century Grade 2* listed folly tower in the 
Shooters Hill woodlands back to its former glory, 
following a major restoration. 

The Severndroog Building Preservation Trust 
was set up in 2003 by a small group of committed 
local people who were determined that the castle 
should be restored with the public having full 
access. It had last been opened to the public 25 
years earlier. 

Since its reopening, the Trust has been 
exploring the stories of its previous owners 
and visitors, including the literary connections 
between the castle and different authors such as 
Laurence Sterne and Algernon Blackwood. The 
castle is generally open to visitors from 12.30pm 
to 4.30pm on Thursdays, Fridays and Saturdays, 
has a learning centre, tea room and is available 


for hire. 

Severndroog will be taking part in the Open 
House London weekend on September 19 and 20, 
when it will be among the many classic buildings 
and landmarks open for free. In Royal Greenwich, 
visitors will be able to explore more than 20 
buildings, including Charlton House, the Royal 
Naval College and University of Greenwich’s 
Stockwell Street building, Trinity Hospital, 
Woolwich Town Hall, the Ravensbourne college 
on the Greenwich Peninsula and many more. 

Cllr Miranda Williams, the borough’s cabinet 
member for culture and creative industries, said: 
“Royal Greenwich has its own unique set of 
buildings which include outstanding examples of 
architecture from all eras - it’s one of the reasons 
that make Greenwich a must-see destination for 
visitors throughout the year. We are particularly 
proud to showcase them during the Open House 
weekend and encourage local residents, as well 
as visitors to explore, learn about and celebrate 
Greenwich’s historical buildings.”

Syrian refugees are 
welcome here 


THE council has said it is ready 
to take in refugees from war-torn 
Syria, after the government agreed 
to re-settle 20,000 Syrian refugees in 
Britain by 2020. 

Councillor Chris Kirby, cabinet member 
for housing, has thanked local people 
for their offers of help. He said: “The 
Royal Borough of Greenwich is ready 
to welcome refugees fleeing the crisis 
in Syria. Residents will no doubt have 
been moved by the tragic scenes from 
the past few days 
and weeks. I know 
councillors have 
received a large 
volume of calls 
and emails from 
concerned local 
residents asking 
how the council 
can help out. We 
have made clear 
that we are ready 
and willing to play 
our part but that central government 
has to recognise that it has to cover any 
costs associated with this international 
problem.” 

Meanwhile, in Plumstead the Salvation 
Army has been overwhelmed by donations 
since it put out an appeal for men’s clothes, 


toiletries, tents and sleeping bags to be 
sent to migrants camped out in Calais. 

Steve Callister, whose wife Clare runs 
the church in White Hart Road, said: “We 
are doing it because, whether we agree 
with the political situation or not, they 
are still human beings who are suffering 
and we are trying to help them.” 

The Plumstead church collected two 
transit-sized vanloads of donations in 
just a few days. These are now on their 
way to France. Said Steve: “We had 
more donations than we had expected, 
and the Salvation 
Army in Hythe, 
Kent offered to 
drive them over 
the Channel for 
us using their two 
vans. Our appeal 
just got bigger and 
bigger.” 

The church is 
no longer able to 
accept any more 
donations but has 
thanked local people for their kindness 
and generosity.

development will create 13,000 new jobs. 

It also means up to £115 million will 
become available from the developers for 
community facilities and infrastructure 
such as transport and road improvements. 

The council’s planning board gave 
the scheme the go-ahead last Tuesday 
(September 8). It will also require 
agreement from the Mayor of London. 

Greenwich peninsula has been 
transformed from what was a 
decommissioned gas works. It’s already 
home to the world’s most successful 
entertainment venue, The 02 Arena, 
thousands of new homes, a new luxury 
hotel, and Ravensbourne digital design 
college. Planning permission has also 
recently been given to site London’s first 
cruise terminal at the peninsula. 

The next stage of development will 
include: 

• 13,000 new homes, including nearly 
4,000 earmarked as ‘affordable’ - 70% 
will have rents at half the market rate. 
It means a four-bed flat is £200 a week 
instead of £400 

• The demolition and full rebuild of the 
North Greenwich tube and bus stations 

• A new 40,000sq metre film studio, 
creating 1,500 new jobs 

• New business space, totalling 60,000sq 
metres 

• 24,000sq metres of new retail, food and 


drink outlets 

• A new hotel, and possibly a second one 

• Two new schools - a primary and a 
‘through school’ 

• A new 20,000sq metre visitor attraction 

• A new ferry jetty terminal 

• A five kilometre running track around 
the whole site 

• A new healthcare facility 

• Expansion of the Ravensbourne 
digital college. 

Council leader Denise Hyland said: 
“Without doubt, this is one of the most 
exciting developments in London - of 
great significance to the capital as 
a whole, as well as to our borough. 
This scheme will bring the long-term 
regeneration of Greenwich Peninsula to 
fruition, cementing what is a whole new 
district for London providing housing and 
jobs for tens of thousands of people and 
landmark new facilities and buildings.” 

During last week’s meeting concerns 
were raised about the height of the 
buildings and the impact of such a large 
scale development on the area. 


The council leader added: “I know there 
are real concerns about the scale of this 
development and those have been fully 
considered during the decision-making 
process. 

“The board felt that the plans are right 
for the area and for London as a whole, 
providing so many new homes at a time 
of a critical shortage in London. Yes, 
some of the buildings are tall, but these 
are mainly situated to the north just 
opposite Canary Wharf whose towers 
will dwarf the Peninsula structures. 
It is also important that where a large 
number of new buildings are proposed 
the infrastructure and layout is right and 
we feel this development will deliver a 
hugely enhanced environment.” 

Councillor Danny Thorpe, Royal Borough 
of Greenwich Cabinet Member for 
Regeneration and Transport said: “This 
scheme brings what regeneration should 
- new homes and facilities for local people, 
thousands of new jobs, and it puts to 
excellent use a large site which until a few 
years ago was empty contaminated land.”

A YOUNG shipmate at last year’s tall ships regatta 
is steering a course to university to study maritime 
sciences. 

Former John Roan student Strom Sukoo is off to Plymouth 
University to study Navigation and Maritime Science. 

The 19 year-old from Charlton was an ambassador for last 
September’s Royal Greenwich Tall Ships Regatta and sailed on 
a tall ship from Falmouth to Greenwich as part of the five-day 
event. Storm was one of the first to sign up for the chance to 
get a place on a tall ship. As part of his role as ambassador he 
also went into local schools to encourage other young people to 
apply for crew places and to take up maritime activities. 

His interest in sailing was sparked by a taster day at the AHOY 
sailing centre in Deptford nine years ago and over the years he 
has worked his way up to instructor level. 

After clinching A levels in sport, science and music he decided 
to go to university to further his sailing education, and will be 


one of 12 people on the course starting this week. 

He explained he’ll be learning about navigation, ship stability 
and ship management in order to achieve a certificate of 
competency. 

“I’m looking forward to learning new things, although I’ve 
been sailing for eight or nine years, there’s still a lot of learning 
and I’ll be building on my knowledge.” 

It will be a three-year course with the option for an additional 
placement year. Storm has his eyes set on becoming a ship 
captain later in his career: “After my degree, I wish to start 
work on merchant ships such as cruise ships, or super yachts. 
Over the next 15 to 20 years my aim is to work my way up from 
a Third Mate up to Chief or First Mate, then maybe to Captain 
or Master of a ship.” 

And the young sailor stressed: “A lot of people think you need 
lots of money for sailing but that’s not the case. There are many 
sailing centres for youths in Greenwich and nearby and there 
are lots of options to get involved in sailing.”

WHAT’S in a name? That’s what 
Woolwich resident and history 
enthusiast, Patricia Holmes asked 
before she began unravelling the 
historic records of the man whose 
name is displayed on Colebrooke 
House residential and care home 
where she lives. 

The council-owned block off Woolwich 
Common was named after Sir William 
Colebrooke to reflect the historical 
connections with the Royal Academy. 

After conducting her own research at 
Greenwich Heritage Centre, Patricia 
unearthed the colourful and humbling 
story of Sir William Colebrooke - a 


local ex-military man and now wants 
to dedicate his birthday - November 9 
- as ‘Sir William Colebrook Day’ in his 
memory. 

After living in Blackheath for over 40 
years, Patricia, 84, and husband Michael, 
85, moved into Colebrooke when it first 
opened in 2011. Patricia’s family has a 
rich military and naval history - her 
father brigadier John Murray Rymer- 
Jones served as a gunner in the Royal 
Artillery in Woolwich before joining 
the metropolitan police. 

“I have always been interested in the 
military because of my family and I 
have always been passionate about 
history, particularly local history. 
When I moved here, nobody knew who 
William Colebrooke was and they even 
spelt his name wrong on the signage on

Sir William MacBean 
George Colebrooke 
was born in 
Charlton in 1787, 
he joined the Royal 
Military Academy 
in Woolwich at the 
age of 15 and was 
commissioned a 
lieutenant in the Royal Artillery. 
From 1805 to 1809 he served mainly in 
Ceylon, Sri Lanka and in India, later he was 
appointed to the Commission of Eastern 
Enquiry in 1823. Colebrooke married his 
cousin Emma Sophia Colebrooke in 1820 
and had three daughters. 


Between 1823 and 1837 Colebrooke served 
in parts of Africa and the Caribbean, in July 
1840 he left Antigua and after an extended 
leave was appointed lieutenant governor 
of New Brunswick on 26 March 1841. In 
1856 he returned to service with the army, 
rising to the rank of general in 1865 and on 
February 6 1870 died at his home in Salthill, 
near Slough. 

Colebrooke was a modern man with liberal 
views, very uncommon by comparison with 
his predecessors and helped introduced 
responsible government in New Brunswick 
in 1841 and was also at the forefront of 
helping liberated black slaves find work 
after slavery laws were abolished in 1833.

People on the Housing register are able to bid for all properties, 
regardless of their banding. You must be eligible for the size of 
property and bids will be considered in the following order: 

First Band A, followed by Band B both in priority date order. 

Those in Band C will then be considered in registration date order. 

Please note that there will still be some properties with age 
restrictions so only people of this age group can apply for these. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
